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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Examiner notes tine amendment filed 1 3 MAY 2009. Tine amendment introduces 
no new matter and is tlierefore accepted. Arguments presented tlierein liave been 
found persuasive and as such the amendment will be entered. As a result of the 
amendment Claims 1-9 and 1 1 are pending. 

Response To Arguments /Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Applicant argues in the amendment after final that Vaartstra and Welch are 
predominantly focused on the formation of metal oxide films, which have different 
reaction and deposition chemistries than metal films. Examiner agrees and withdraws 
the rejections presented in the previous Office Action. 

3. Claims 1-9 and 1 1 are allowed. 

4. The closest pieces of prior art on the record are the references by Kuzmina et al 
("Silver pivalate as a new volatile precursor for thin film deposition", Kuzmina et al, 
J.Phys.lV France 9 (1999), 923-928) and Paramonov et al ("MOCVD of Ag thin films", 
Paramonov et al, J.Phys.lV France 1 1 (2001), 645-652). 

5. Kuzmina teaches the formation of a complex between silver pivalate and a 
secondary amine, NHi-Pr2, in n-hexane as a solvent. This complex binds up the 
secondary amine, removing it as an additive in the solution. Kuzmina is silent as to the 
concentrations of precursor in solvent and amine in solvent. Further, Kuzmina teaches 
that as the amount of amine in the solvent goes up, the amount of amine complexed to 
the pivalate goes down, leading to polymerization of the pivalate and reduced 
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functionality of the silver precursor. Therefore, optimization of amine in solvent would 
lead a person skilled in the art to reduce this value as low as possible, preferentially to 
zero. Kuzmina is silent as to the deposition atmosphere. 

6. Paramonov is more focused on the deposition of silver pivalate. In this case, the 
silver pivalate is complexed with a phosphin group as opposed to an amine group, and 
there is no mention of using a solvent for deposition purposes. Paramonov does 
discuss performing the deposition in an oxygen atmosphere, but does not teach any 
motivation to combine with Kuzmina (in fact, Kuzmina teaches that phosphorous- 
containing groups are undesirable for the purpose at hand). 

7. Absent an explicit teaching of why free amine in the solution is a desirable 
property, it would not be obvious to optimize this value to be above 0.1 %. The cited 
references which discuss amines and nitriles, namely Kuzmina, Vaartstra and Onoe, all 
talk about them in the context of ligands and not of free compounds. 

8. As such. Claim 1 and all claims dependent therefrom (2-9 and 1 1 ) are allowable.
